ARABS ANTICIPATE

Treating the enemy wounded

BEYER YA'ACOV. — The “finest 
hour” of Israeli civilians during the 
current crisis is seeing that enemy 
wounded are treated the same as 
Israelis, according to a staff doctor 
of the 376-bed Shmuel Harofeh Hos- 
pital here. This hospital was emp- 
tied of most of its Israeli patients 


room for wounded enemy soldiers. 

So far, some 600 wounded soldiers 
fave received medical treatment. 
About 350 of the serious cases are 
still hospitalized. Of these, same 300 
are Egyptians, 40 are Syrians, and 
there are ἃ few Iragis and Mo- 
roccans. (But this situation changes 
from hour to hour, the doctor said, 
since patients whose condition im- 
proves materially are sent to a 
prisoner-of-war camp.)

“Business as usual —- only 
more so.” This slogan for the 
export drive has been commun- 
icated to Israel's foreign clients 
via her diplomatic missions 
abroad and bi-national Chambers 
of Commerce, according to Adin 
Talbar, in charge of foreign trade 
at the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry. 

Bulk goods like potash and phos- 
phates are held by the bottle- 
neck in transport. But consumer 
goods are getting to port, and here 
“customers overseas should know 
that what they have ordered will 
Seneraliy be delivered,” Mr, Talbar 
said. 

There may be delay in the metals 
and electronics industry, owing to 
the top-priority requirements of the 
defence sector. Meanwhile, every at- 
tention is given to keep exports 
flowing, including special loan ar- 
rangements to finance goods delay- 
ed in port for lack of shipping 
space, 

Excluding diamonds, Industrial 
exports should reach 95 ‘per cent 
of the scheduled $600m. target for 
1973. As to diamonds, despite 2 
15 per cent drop in sales during 
the war month of October, expo! 
in the first ten months ($492m.) 


are already well ahead of the plan- 
ned figure for all-1973 ($420m.). 
Thus total industrial exports includ- 
ing diamonds shouid exceed the siat- 
ed quota (in money terms} despite 
the war, official circles say. 

The economy in general is show- 
ing a surprising stabiltty, Though 
production costs have gone up, de- 
mand is lagging —- so that several 
textile companies are announcing 
ten per cent reduction “sales” be- 
fore the winter season has even be- 
gun. 

While the official price of cement 
has been increased, the black mar- 
ket price for imported supplies has 
sagged in the administered areas 
from 1TL330 a ton before the war 
to IL230.

Dutch plea to share oil

Sadat’s envoy in Paris
